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Stadium  Meeting 

Editor: 

I  was  born  on  Potrero  Hill  and  live 
here  now.  I  am  concerned  about  the 
adverse  effects  the  Giants  Stadium 
will  have  on  our  daily  lives.  Before 
and  after  games  the  traffic  will  be 
unbearable,  the  six  on-ramps  and  off- 
ramps  in  the  Potrero  Hill  area  will  be 
gridlocked.  People  going  to  the  stadium 
will  be  forced  to  park  all  over  the  Hill. 
The  Giants  and  the  San  Francisco  City 
officials  acknowledge  that  serious  traf- 
fic problems  and  environmental  issues 
exist.  Those  of  us  who  live  here  have 
a  right  to  know  what  is  being  planned 
for  our  neighborhood. 

In  August,  1  attended  a  community 
meeting  to  review  the  stadium  plan 
with  representatives  from  the  Rede- 
velopment Agency,  the  Planning  Com- 
mission, the  Citizens  Advisory  Commit- 
tee (CAC)  and  the  Giants.  It  was  soon 
apparent  that  none  of  these  represen- 
tatives took  the  concerns  of  Potrero 
Hill  residents  seriously.  After  listening 
to  intense  input  from  the  community, 
two  important  developments  emerged: 
1)  The  CAC  recommended  that  residents 
from  Potrero  Hill  be  added  to  their 


committee  as  voting  members  and  2) 
The  Planning  Department  would  send 
out  mailings  about  meetings  regarding 
the  ballpark  to  all  residents  of  surround- 
ing neighborhoods. 

At  this  same  meeting  the  Coors 
Stadium  in  Denver  was  discussed. 
Although  the  two  cities  have  little  in 
common,  two  problems  in  Denver  re- 
sulting directly  from  the  new  stadium 
stand  out  in  my  mind.  More  sports 
bars.  More  crime.  Sports  bars  close 
at  2  a.m.  and  at  this  time  there  is  a 
second  wave  of  people  leaving  the  areas 
surrounding  the  ballpark.  This  is  when 
cars  are  broken  into  and  when  more 
drunk  drivers  are  in  the  streets.  Busi- 
nesses in  San  Francisco  are  already 
applying  for  liquor  licenses  to  be  ready 
by  the  time  the  stadium  opens!  This 
information  needs  to  reach  the  people 
in  this  neighborhood  whose  lives  will  be 
affected  in  ways  they  cannot  even 
imagine. 

I  regularly  receive  a  newsletter 
called  the  "Stadium  Watchdog",  which 
is  available  to  the  public.  I  urge  anyone 
to  call  and  get  a  copy,  552-4636.

DANIEL  WEBSTER  SCORES  SOAR: 

Daniel  Webster  Elementary  School  on  Missouri  Street  experienced  a  dramatic  rise  in 
scores  for  the  third  grade  in  the  California  Assessment  Program  (CAP)  test  adminis- 
tered statewide  in  1986.  CAP  measures  proficiency  in  reading,  writing  and  math  and 
third,  sixth  and  eighth  graders  are  tested.  After  a  four-year  decline,  the  Webster 
third  graders  scored  255  as  opposed  to  199  in  reading  the  previous  year.  In  math  the 
score  jumped  from  179  to  217,  and  in  written  expression  from  197  to  317.  Overall, 
S.F.'s  third  grade  test  scores  were  the  best  in  the  state  for  large  districts. 

SYNANON  SITE  HOUSING  PLAN  OK'D 

After  months  of  negotiations  with  neighbors,  neighborhood  groups  and  Assemblyman 
Art  Agnos  (a  Hill  resident),  a  plan  "with  which  everyone  can  live"  was  finally  achieved 
when  Potrero  League  of  Active  Neighbors  (PLAN)  members  voted  to  approve  the 
project.  The  development,  at  23rd  Street  between  Rhode  Island  and  Kansas  Streets, 
was  to  consist  of  12  studio,  60  one-bedroom,  40  two-bedroom,  and  20  three-bedroom 
units  with  160  parking  spaces.  Concerns  about  parking  remained,  however,  because 
of  the  project's  close  proximity  to  S.F.  General  Hospital. 

PARKVIEW  HEIGHTS  PROTESTS  WRECKING  YARD: 

The  possibility  that  an  auto-wrecking  yard  would  be  plunked  down  on  Army  Street 
(now  Caesar  Chavez)  right  below  them  had  Parkview  Heights  homeowners  up  in 
arms.  At  issue  was  the  City  Planning  Commission's  okay  of  a  temporary  use  permit 
to  establish  such  yards  and  a  supplemental  funding  request  by  Supervisors  Doris  Ward 
and  Bill  Maher  for  $7.5  million  to  purchase  the  property  at  Army  and  Evans  Streets, 
directly  below  the  housing  development.  Aggravating  the  situation  was  a  proposed 
amendment  to  existing  legislation  that  would,  Parkview  Heights  residents  claimed, 
remove  basic  protections  from  any  auto  junkyard  installed  at  the  site.  The  matter 
had  yet  to  come  up  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

HILL  ATTORNEY  ASSAILS  ASSAULT  ON  COURT: 

Longtime  Hill  attorney  Doris  Brin  Walker,  the  only  woman  in  her  1942  class  at 
University  of  California's  Boalt  Hall  law  school,  and,  in  1970  the  first  woman  president 
of  the  National  Lawyers'  Guild,  attacked  the  multi-million  dollar  campaign  against 
State  Supreme  Court  Chief  Justice  Rose  Bird  as  a  blatantly  sexist  onslaught.  "They 
emphasize  her  style,  her  appearance,  details  such  as  bringing  cookies  and  plants  into 
her  office,"  Walker  pointed  out.  "They'd  never  talk  about  that  if  she  were  a  man." 
The  Hill  attorney  also  attacked  the    specious  charges  about  Bird's  judicial  experience 
and  her  alleged  softness  on  crime.

CompuMentor  Restores,  Gives  Used 
Computers  to  Students  Citywide

In  an  effort  to  provide  schools  with 
the  tools  necessary  to  increase  access 
to  technology  as  part  of  the  regular 
curriculum,  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  (SFUSD)  has  collabo- 
rated on  a  unique  program  that,  among 
other  things,  provides  free  computers 
and  software  to  San  Francisco  school 
students. 

At  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School, 
two  classrooms  serve  as  the  hardware 
refurbishing  center.  Here,  roughly 
200  computers  (500  more  in  another 
warehouse),  dozens  of  hard  drives, 
computer  screens,  keyboards  and  soft- 
ware packages  are  restored  and  given, 
free  of  charge,  to  students.  Overseeing 
refurbishing  and  distribution  is  Ray 
Porter,  Computer  Research  Teacher 
for  the  SFUSD. 

Working  for  the  district  since  1969, 
Porter  began  his  career  teaching 
throughout  the  Bayview  -  Hunters 
Point  neighborhood.  Focusing  on 
technology  for  the  past  12  years, 
he  says,  "There  are  one  million  com- 
puters a  month  that  are  thrown  away 
in  this  country,  so  if  school  districts 
can  develop  strategies  to  process  this 
equipment,  give  it  to  the  schools, 
and  the  schools  take  on  the  responsibi- 
lity of  integrating  them  into  the  system, 
we  would  have  the  solution  to  helping 
children  get  access  to  technology." 

Worried  that  students'  needs  are  not 
being  met  without  access  to  technology, 
Porter  is  determined  to  eventually 
provide  each  and  every  one  of  the 
district's  64,000  students  with  their 
own  in-home  computer. 

The  program  contains  three  areas  of 
concentration:  telecom  muni  cat  ions 
(E-Mail),  desktop  publishing,  and  home 
computers  and  repair.  At  approximately 
20  schools  throughout  the  city,  students 
from  kindergarten  through  high  school 
are  integrating  these  skills  into  their 
everyday  lives.  Kindergarteners  at 
Malcolm  X  Elementary  School  are 


publishing  cookbooks  containing  recipes 
created  by  the  students,  as  well  as 
computer-generated  photographs  of 
the  "cooks." 

A  second  grade  class  at  another 
school  has  been  utilizing  their  computers 
to  converse  in  Spanish  through  E-Mail, 
and  this  is  just  the  beginning.  In  addition 
to  providing  every  student  with  a  com- 
puter. Porter  also  intends  to  provide 
the  same  for  teachers  and  administra- 
tors, increasing  communication  at  all 
levels. 

Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  students 
Erika  Mendoza.  Elaine  Ngo,  Edgar  Cruz, 
and  Heidi  Bis  told  The  View  that  they 
E-Mail  their  friends  and  teachers  daily 
on  a  variety  of  topics,  utilize  the 
software  programs  for  Science  and 
English  homework  assignments,  and 
write  letters  to  their  friends. 

Of  that.  Porter  boasted.  "I  find  that 
there  are  very  few  children  that  can't 
explain  to  me  what  they  are  doing,  but 
to  get  them  to  write  gets  them  to 
understand  grammar  and  sequencing. 
They  are  improving  from  none  to  one 
or  several  hours  of  writing,  using  the 
computer  more  than  watching  TV  or 
playing  outside!" 

Students  who  have  received  com- 
puters, distributed  weekly  on  a  district- 
wide  classroom-by-classroom  basis, 
can  be  provided  with  assistance  on 
specific  questions  and  solving  computer 
problems.  This  effort  is  handled  by 
CompuMentor.

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operator,  he  notes,  "I  had  a  computer 
at  home  and  my  neighbor  made  it  his 
personal  project  to  introduce  me  to  on- 
line service  and  help  me  work  my  way 
through  (its)  intricacies.  It  was  not  hard, 
and  I  experienced  the  power  of  having 
someone  instruct  you  at  your  own  ma- 
chine. It  was  a  much  more  powerful 
learning  experience  than  in  a  classroom." 

Associating  on  the  one  hand  with  many 
technical  types  whom  Ben-Horin  disco- 
vered "loved  to  share  what  they  knew," 
and  on  the  other  having  affiliates  within 
non-profit  organizations  who  sought  good, 
affordable  computer  assistance,  Ben- 
Horin  laughs,  "the  proverbial  'Ahh-Haa!' 
happened!"  By  matching  those  who  loved 
to  share  what  they  knew  about  technology 
with  those  who  needed  and  wanted  to 
learn  more  about  their  systems  at  their 
own  sites.  Compumentor  was  born 

Currently  15  staff  members  strong, 
along  with  a  growing  list  of  50-plus 
mentors,  CompuMentor  now  operates  on 
a  $700,000  annual  budget.  Project 
funders  include  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education,  Levi  Strauss,  and  Microsoft, 
among  others,  and  CompuMentor  has 
opened  discussions  on  programs  in  Michi- 
gan, North  Carolina  and  Washington 
State,  and  have  a  World  Wide  Web  page 
dedicated  to  outreach  to  prospective 
mentors. 

"Our  commitment,"  explains  Ben- 
Horin,  "is  not  just  getting  a  volunteer 
at  a  site,  but  getting  the  person  with  the 
right  skills  to  solve  the  problem  and  to 
maintain  the  level  of  oversight  neces- 
sary to  make  sure  that  it  really  works 
out  for  the  client.  We  try  to  create  a 
kind  of  environment  where  the  client 
and  mentor  can  form  a  relationship  that 
is  separate  from  us  and  it  takes  off." 


Potrero  Hill  resident  Daniel  Ben-Horin 
is  Executive  Director  of  CompuMentor. 


Future  goals  of  CompuMentor  include 
creating  sustainable,  affordable  and 
effective  computerization  assistance 
for  every  school  and  non-profit  organi- 
zation in  the  United  States,  a  goal  which 
Ben-Horin  believes  is  not  a  pipe  dream. 
"We  have  been  working  for  nine  years 
to  really  hone  an  effective  methodology 
in  this  area,  and  based  on  having  done 
that,  we  think  we  know  what  is  needed. 
Certainly  the  need  is  out  there,  so  the 
missing  link  is  just  the  growth."

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Pelosi  Addresses  Packed 
Community  Meet  at  Nabe

Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  played 
to  a  packed  house  at  a  public  meeting 
in  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
Saturday,  Sept.  7.  Pelosi  kicked-off 
the  meeting  by  presenting  an  award  to 
Jack  Jacqua  and  Jot  Marshall  for  their 
years  of  community  service  with  at- 
risk  youth  in  the  Omega  Boys'  Club. 

"Nothing  that  is  done  is  more  impor- 
tant than  what  you  have  done,"  said 
Pelosi,  as  she  handed  the  framed  award 
to  Jacqua,  who  co-founded  the  club. 
"You  have  made  a  difference  and  been 
a  model  not  only  in  the  community  but 
across  the  country."  Marshall  was 
not  present.  The  award  was  met  with 
a  rousing  round  of  applause  from  the 
audience. 

Pelosi  then  made  a  presentation 
aimed  at  taking  the  wind  from  the 
Republican's  "family  values"  sails  by 


urging  a  Democratic  "families  first" 
agenda  for  government.  "It's  not  up 
to  the  government  to  define  what 
'family'  means,"  she  said.  Pelosi,  who 
was  that  day  celebrating  her  thirty- 
third  wedding  anniversary,  broadly 
defined  family  "as  a  place  where  you 
find  comfort  and  support." 

The  Congresswoman  also  lamented 
the  recent  passing  of  the  welfare  bill 
—  signed  into  law  in  August  by  President 
Bill  Clinton  —  noting  she  had  voted 
against  the  measure.  "For  the  first 
time  in  years,  Congress  has  decided 
that  poor  children  are  not  entitled  to 
assistance,  unless  the  state  governors 
decide  they  are,"  Pelosi  said.  "They 
had  the  choice  to  end  it  or  mend  it... 
They  chose  to  end  it." 

The  floor  was  then  opened  to  questions 
from  the  audience.  Questions  ranged 
from  concerns  over  toxic  pollution  at 
the  former  Hunters  Point  Naval  Ship- 
yard and  housing  to  health  care  and  the 
iegitimacy  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
banking  system. 

Addressing  the  toxics  issue,  Pelosi 
noted  that  the  Bay  Area  had  the  highest 
concentration  of  breast-cancer  victims 
in  the  world.  Although  the  federal 
government  had  promised  to  clean  up 
toxics  at  Hunters  Point  by  the  year  2000, 
she  said,  the  problem  was  that  "the  more 
(toxics)  they  clean  up  the  more  they  find 
to  clean  up." 

Health  care  was  also  of  major  concern. 
Pelosi  cited  a  chart  that  stated  that,  as 
of  January  1995,  49  percent  of  San 
Francisco  residents  were  covered  by 
company  or  private  insurance,  while  the 
rest  were  either  uninsured  or  depended 
entirely  on  Medicare  or  Medic-Aid.  She 
said  she  supported  legislation  to  help 
shift  that  balance.

Cinephiles  hardly  need  an  excuse  to 
catch  the  latest  work  by  Bay  Area  film 
and  videomakers.  But  in  case  they  do, 
this  year's  Film  Arts  Festival  is  the  best 
excuse  in  the  world.  Why?  Because,  in 
addition  to  featuring  some  of  the  best 
independently  produced  documentaries 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  the  festival 
is  presenting  the  work  of  a  number  of 
talented  film  and  videomakers  who  live 
on  Potrero  Hill. 

Sponsored  by  the  Film  Arts  Foundation, 
the  largest  regional  organization  of 
independent  producers  in  the  country, 
the  Twelfth  Annual  festival  opens  at 
the  Kabuki  Theater  and  then  returns  to 
the  Roxie  Cinema  (31 17-16th  St.),  from 
November  4-8. 

Highlighting  this  year's  eclectic  mix  of 
shorts,  features  and  everything  in-betwe- 
en are  the  San  Francisco  premieres  of 
Leslie  Asako  Gladjo's  "Pandaemonium," 
an  electrifying  documentary  about  man's 
relationship  to  machines  that  is  sure  to 
raise  the  hairs  on  the  back  of  your  neck; 
the  world  premiere  of  Michael  Smith's 
video  "Jesse's  Gone,"  a  sobering  account 
of  the  tragic  death  of  Oakland  rapper 
Jesse  Hall  in  a  drive-by  shooting  that 
sadly  echoes  today's  headlines  about 
Tupac  Shakur's  violent  and  untimely 
death,  and  the  world  premiere  of  Bank

San  Francisco  premiere  of  Karma  Eppler- 
lein's  "Voices  From  The  Inside,"  a  compel- 
ling documentary  featuring  women  pri- 
soners struggling  to  come-to-terms  with 
the  realities  of  incarceration  through 
Epperlein's  unique  prison  art  program. 

Potrero  Hill  is  well  represented  by 
up-and-coming  filmmaker  Daven  Gee, 
whose  loving  portrait  of  his  father  is 
one  of  seven  short  films  in  "Labor," 
which  explores  how  a  diverse  group  of 
men  and  women  perceive  the  role  of 
labor  in  contemporary  society.
